He wasa great believer in the unlimited 
possibilities of tbe material development of the 
south, and always grew enthusiastic when dis- 
cussing the natural resources of southern states 
and thejheroic post-bellum energy of the south- 
ern people. He was a substantial friend tojsever- 
al leading southern enterprises and contributed 
generously of time, talent and money to the 
furtherance of their prosperity. 

At the time of his death he was a director of 
the Savannah, Florida and Western railroad, 
vice-president of the Florida Southern, one of 
the executive committee of the Plant Invest- 
ment company, and president of the Marietta 
and North Georgia railroad. He at one time 
had a very large interest in the last named 
company, but recently sold it all out except 
asmall amount of stock sufficient to qualify 
him as president; hence his death will in no 
wise affect this enterprise, his relation to it of 
late having been purely nominal. While his 
death is generally characterized as suicide, 
presumably induced by financial troubles, it

The Ascaasination of Antonio Flaccimio in 
New York. 

New Yorx, October 21.—[{Special.J—Fran 
cisco lata, Natal Sabatane and Gisseppe 
Canizzaro, who.have been occupying cells in 
the tombs on suspicion of being concerned in 
the murder of Aatonio Flaccimio, whose dead 
body was found on the street near Cooper 
Union a week ago, have all made confessions 
to Inspector Byrnes about the murder. Flac: 
cimio was marked out for death for some time 
back. He belonged to a society known as 
Mafie. It punishes by death any member who 
divulges its secrets or gives information to the 
police concerning the identity of any of its 
members who have violated the laws of the 
land, 

Flaccimio had done beth and knew he was 
to die. He arranged with his son ‘to carry on 
his business in case of his sudden disappear- 
ance. On Sunday, October 14th, he was en- 
ticed into an Italian restaurant at No. 8 St. 
Mark’s place and a game of cards was madé 
the grounds for a quarrel bétween him and 
Carlo Quarteraro. The three men imprisoned 
now swears they saw Carlo and Vincenzo 
Quarteraro follow Flaccimio into the street. 
Francisco Iata says that he accompanied Flac- 
cimio, and that he sought to prevent the mur- 
der. Vincenzo made a lungeat Flaccimio and 
Iata dashed him aside. Carle Quarteraro then 
jumped forward and plunged a dirk into 
Flaccimio’s breast. There were altogether nine 
Italians on the scene, and all, with the excep- 
tion of Carlo, returned to the restaurant and 
tookan oath of secrecy. Inspector Byrnes 
Says that several reputable Sicillans haye to 
belong to the ‘‘Mafie’’ asa matter of protec- 
tion to themselyes. The police expect soon to 
have the murderer and his brothers under ar- 
rest. 


FELL AT THE CHURCH DOOR. 


A Case That Resembles the Whitechapel 
Mystery—A Midnight Tragedy. 

CoLtumbiA, 8. C., October 21.—{Special.]— 
A horrible murder was perpetrated here last 
night at half-past eleven o’clock. In boldness, 
mystery, and the class of the victim, it resem- 
bles the Whitechapel murders. At the hour 
named, those living in the vicinity of Trinity 
Episcopal church heard thrée pistol shots. It 
is a most orderly portion of the city. The 
moon made itas bright as day and no signi- 
ficance was attached to the shooting until this 
morning, when the sexton going to @pen the 
church found the dead body of Claudia Har- 
ris, one of the most degraded of fallen women. 
at the chureh door, Three balls had entered 
her breast, one penetrating the heart. The 
burning powder had ignited the bosom of the 
woman’s dress, and burned it away. The mur- 
der was committed within ten steps of the 
street corner, and intwenty yards of occupied 
houses. There was no outcry of any kind and 
the first shot must have been fatal. The police 
are utterly at sea, and noclewto the murder 
or the motive for the crime can be suggested 
unless it is some one wishes to umitate in part 
at leastthe London murders. 
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MYSTERIOUS MURDERS, 


The Negroes of Tuscaloosa Greatly Excited 
About Them, 

BrmmineuHAM, Ala., October 21.—[{Special.] 
At Tuscaloosa, fifty-six miles south of this city, 
four murders have recently been committed 
andin mystery fhey equal the Whitechapel 
crimes, About two weeks ago the dead body 
of John Hill, colored, was found near a negro 
dance hall in the suburbs. His throat was cut 
and there were fifteen knife wounds in various 
parts of the body. Noclew tothe murderers 
has been found. 

Last Monday the dead and decomposing 
body of an unknown negro was found in the 
woods near town. This man’sthroat had been 
cut from ear to ear. The coroner spent two 
days in investigating the case, but learned 
nothing, not even the name of the dead man. 

Friday the dead body of another negro man 
was found in the Warrior river, just below the 
town. This man’s throat had been cut and his 
skull crushed in by a blow with some heavy 
instrument. This crime remains as great a 
mystery as the other. 

This morning the body of the fourth victim 
was found in the woods just outtside the town 
and again the throat had been cut from ear to 
ear. Ihe colored people of the town are wild- 
ly excited and believe that some murderous 
hoodoo is among them. Many of them have 
left the town and even the boldest cannot be 
induced to leave their houses after night. The 
ofticers are doing all in their power to solve the 
mystery. 


TRANS-ATLANTIC RACE. 


The Winner Took in a %20,000 New York 
‘ Thief at Antwerp. 

New York, October 21.—Inspector Byrnes 
received a cable dispatch toflay from Antwerp, 
signed by Detective Heidelberg, announcing 
the capture of Adolph San:belino, who is 
wanted for swindling his employer, David 
Spero, a feather importer at 606 Broad- 
way, this city, out of at least 
$20,000, and perhaps moro. Sambolino was 
Spero’s confidential clerk. The stor 
of his crime is peculiar, and his pursuit an 
capture were remarkably clever detective 
work, Mr. Spero was in Europe last summer. 
When he returned in July, Sambolino, who 
had charge of all the business, declared that he 
had taken the books of the firm to his home in 
Brooklyn, where they had been burned in a 
fire which destroyed Sambolino’s house, 
Spero’s suspicions were aroused and he 
consulted nspector Byrnes. The in- 
specter put detectives on the case, but Sambo- 
lino disappeared before they got to work. Sam- 
bolino’s wife refused to give any information 
about her husband. The detectives then shad- 
dowed the Brooklyn house and while thus en- 
gaged they, discovered that Mrs. Sambolino 
was faithless to her husband. 

Two weeks ago Mrs. Sambolino engaged 
passage on the Red Star steamship for Ant- 
werp. Detective Hoidelberg was sent across 
the Atlantic: on the swifter steamer Gas- 
coygne, of the French line. He landed at 
Havre, apd from there went byrail to Ant- 
werp, reaching that city thirty-six hours be- 
fore the Red Star steamer, with Mrs. Sambo- 
lino on board, arrived. As had been expected 
by Inspector Byrnes, Sambolino was on the 
dock to meet his wife. She was at once ar- 
rested by Heidelberg. The fugitive clerk will 
be brought back to New York as soon as the 
necessary papers can be sent to Antwerp. 


One Negro Carves Another. 


MvuRFreerssoro, Tenn., October 21.—[Spe- 
cial.J—A murder was committed about one 
mile east of town on the Woodbury pike last 
night. Granville Mills was the man killed, 
and Sandy Floyd was the slayer, both col- 
ored. The weapon used was a knife. Mills 
was throwing rocks at Floyd and advanced on 
him, knocking him down, when Floyd pulled 
his knife andcut him. The only witness to 
the tragedy was brought to jail and placed 
there with Floyd. Uis name was Wesley 
House (colored), and he was subject to fits. 
He had one last night, and one to-day. which 
killed him.

SOME RIOTOUS SCENES IN CHICAGO. 


Women and Children Join the Men—Beeks 
Thrown From Housetops and Windows 
—~Busy Work for the Pelilice. 


Cuicaao, October 21.—Judging from the ex- 
periences of this afternoon and last night, the 
imported conductors and drivers in the employ 
of the North Chicago Street Railway company 
will continue to have indetinitely ‘‘a hard road 
to travel.’”’ Fully three inundred old hands are 
now out of work, mainly owing, sothey claim, 
to the unfair construction placed by President 
Yerkes under the agreement of last Sunday. 
All these men and their sympathizers are. in- 
tensely bitter in denunciation of the new men. 

In addition to the outbreak after the Blaine 
procession last night, there was another serious 
tuinult this afternoon. Clybourne avenue and 
Halstead street was the scene of disorder to- 
day. At this point, huge timbers and loads of 
brick were suddenly, and with no little show 
of system, thrown across the street, forming a 
pile of obstructions, resembling, in some re- 
spects, regulation barricades. The neighbor- 
hood is densely populated with working peo- 
ple, and these being idle on Sunday, filled the 
sidewalks, windows, and housetops. 
All women passengers, and 8®y- 
eral men, on the first car to appreach, had 
been frightened off by crowds of yelling boys 
before reaching the obstracted cormer. A 
couple of strangersin the city, a reporter, the 
conductor aud driver, and two policemen act- 
ing as guards, were the only ones who re- 
mained. When the car was brought to a halt 
the air became black with missiles tlying from 
the house tops and- windows. The car was 

iterally bombarded. 

Shouts and imprecations of all kinds were 
as plentiful af missiles, the lead in this part of 
the affair being taken by women mixed in the 
mob. The riot virtually ended, like the one 
of last night, with the arrival of a patrol 
wagon filled with police. The crowds were 
dispersed without serious trouble. The mob 
reassembled immediately,, however, when the 
wagon departed. A prisoner was rescued from 
two officers who were left behind, and the pair 


the wagon returned again in the nick ot time, 
So far as known, not a person was hurt dang- 
erously.

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“SEVEN” IN THE BIBLE, 


DR. TALMAGH’S DISCOURSE YESTER- 
DAY MORNING. 


THE LEADING NUMERAL IN THE BIBLE 


It is Mentioned Over Three Hundred Times — 
The Seventh Stone in the Wall of Heav- 
en~An Eloquent Discourse. 


~—— + — 


Brooktyy, October 21.— [Special.] —This 
morning at the Tabernacle, the Rev. T. De 
Witt Taimage, D. D., gave a running com- 
mentary on the 20th chapter of Revelations, 
concerning the chaining of the Old Dragon. 
The congregation joined in singing the famil- 
iar hymn of Paul Gerhart, beginning: 

“Give to the winds thy fears, 
Hope and be undismayed."’ 

Dr. Talmage’s sermon was on “Seven in the 
Bible,’’ and his text, Genesis, chapter 2, verse 
22: “God Blessed the Seventh Day.” The 
preacher said: 

The mathematics of the Bible is noticea- 
ble; the geometry and the arithmetic; the 
square in Ezekiel; tne circle spoken of in 
Isaiah; the curve alluded to in Job; the 
rule of fractions ‘mentioned in Daniel; 
the’ rule of loss and gain in Mark 
where Christ asks the people to cipher out by 
that rule, whatit would ‘“‘profita manif he 
gain the whole world and lose his soul.”” But 
there is one mathematical figure that is 
crowned above all others in the Bible; itis 
the numeral seven, which the Arabians got 
from India, and all following ages have taken 
fromthe Arabians. It stands between the 
figure six and the figure eight. In the Bible, 
all the other numerals bow to it. Over three 
hundred timesis it mentioned in the scrip- 
tures, either alone or compopgnded with other 
words. . In Genesis, the week is rounded into 
seven days, and Luse my text bechuse there 
this numeral is for the first introduced ina 
journey which halts not untilin the close of 
the Book of Revelations its monument 
is built into the wall of heaven in 
crysolite which in the strata of precious 
stones is the seventh. Inthe Bible we find 
that Jacob had to serve seven years to get 
Rachel, but she was well worth it; and fore- 
telling the years of prosperity and famine i 
Pharaoh’s time, the seven fat oxen were satis 
up of the seven lean oxen, and wisdom is said 
to be built on seven pillars, and the ark was 
left with the Philistines for seven years, and 
Naaman for the cure of his leprosy plunged 
in the Jordan seven times, and the dead child, 
when Elisha breathed into its mouth, signalled 
its arrival back iuto consciousness by sneezing 
seven times, to the house that Ezekiel saw in 
the vision there were seven steps. the walls of 
Jericho, before they fell down, were compassed 
seven days, Zachariah describesa stone with 
seven eyes, to cléanse a leprous house the 
door must be sprinkled with pigeons 
blood seven times, in Canaan were over- 
thrown seven nations; on one occasion Christ 
cast out seven devils; on a mountain he fed:a 
multitude of people with seven loaves, the 
fragments left filling seven baskets; and the 
closing passages Of the bible are magnificent 
and overwhelming with the imagery made up 
of seven churches, seven stars, seven candle- 
sticks, seven seals, seven angels, and seven 
heads, and seven crowns, and seven horns, and 
seven spirits, and seven vials, and seven 
plagues, and seven thunders. 


Yea, this numeral seven seems a favorite 
with the Divine mind outside as well as inside 
the Bible, for are there not seven prismatic 
colors? And when God with the rainbow 
wrote the comforting thought that the world 
would never have another deluge, he wrote it 
on the scrol! of the sky in ink of seven eolors. 
He grouped into the Pleiades seven stars. 
Rome, the capital of the world, sat 
on seven hills, When God would 
make the most intelligent thing on 
earth, the human countenance, He fashions 
it with seven features—the two ears, the two 
eyes, the two nostrils and the mouth. Yea, 
our body lasts only seven years, and we grad- 
ually shed it for another body after another 
seven years, and so on, for we are, asto our 
bodies, septennial animals. So the numeral 
seven ranges through nature and through 
revelation. It is thenumber of perfection, 
and so I use it while I speak of the seven can- 
dlesticks, the seven stars, the seven seals and 
the seven thunders. 

The seven golden candlesticks were and are 
the churches. Mark you, the churches never 
were, and never can be, candles. They are 
only candlesticks. They are not the light, 
but they are to hold the light. A room in the 
night might have in it five hundred candle- 
sticks, and yet you could not see your hand 
before your face. The only use of a candle- 
stick, and the only use of a church, isto 
hold up the light, You see itis a dark world, 
the night of sin, the night of trouble, the 
night of superstition, the night of persecution, 
the night of poverty, the night of sickness, the 
night of death; aye, about fifty nights have 
interlocked their shadows. The whole race 
goes stumbling over prostrated hopes, and fall- 
en fortunes, and empty flour barrels, and deso- 
lated cradles, and deathbeds. Oh, how much 
we have use for all the seven candlesticks, 
with lighis blazing from the top of each one 
of them! Light of pardon forall sin! Light 
of comfort for all trouble! Light of encour- 
agement for ail despondency! Light of. eter- 
nal riches for all poverty! Light of rescue for 
all persecution! Light of reunion for all the 
bereft! Light of heaven for all the qying! 
And that lightis Christ, who is the Light 
that shall yet irradiate the  hemi- 
spheres. But mark you, when I 
say churchesare not candles, but candlesticks, 
I cast no slur on candlesticks. I believe in:beau- 
tiful candlesticks, The candlesticks that God 
ordered for the ancient tabernacle were some- 
thing exquisite. They werea dream of beauty 
carved out of loveliness. They were made of 
hammered gold, stood in a footof gold and had 
six branches of gold blooming all along in six 
lilies of gold each, and lips of gold from which 
the candies lifted their holy fire. And the 
best houses in any city ought to be the 
churchs—the best built, the best ventilated, 
the best swept, the best windowed and/the best 
chandeliered. Log cabins may do in neigh- 
borhoods where most of the people live in log 
cabins; but letthere be palatial churches for 
regions where many of the people live in. 
palaces. Do not have a better place for yourself 
than for your Lord and King. Do not live 
in a parlor and put your Christ in a kitchen. 
These seven candlesticks of which I speak 
were not made out of pewter or iron; they 
were golden candlesticks, and gold is not only 
a valuable buta bright metal. Have every- 
thing about your chureh bright—your ushers 
with smiling faces, your music jubilant, your 
hand-shaking cordial, your entire*service at- 
tractive. corn! people feel that in chureh the 
must look dull in order to be reverential, an 
many whose faces in other kindsof assemblage 
show all the different phases of emotion, have 
in chureh no more expression than the back 
wheel of ahearse. Brighten up and be re- 
sponsive. If you feel like weeping, weep. If 
you feel like smiling, smile. If you feel in- 
dignant at some wrong assailed from the pul- 
pit, frown. Do not leave your naturalness and 
resiliency home because it is Sunday morn- 
ing. If as officers of a church you meet people 
at the chureh door with a black look, and have 
the music black, and the minister in black 

reach a black sermon, and from invocation to 
henediction have the impression black, few 
will come, and those who do come will wish 
they had not come at all. 

Golden candlestick! Scour up the six lilies 
on each branch and know that the more lovely 
and bright they are, the more fit they are to 
hold the light. Buta Christless church is @ 
damage to the world rather than a good. 
Cromwell stabled his cavalry horses in St. 
Paul’s cathedral, and many now use the 
church as @ place in which to stable their 
vanities and worldliness. A worldly church is

But let 
each one be a blaze of heavenly light makin 
the world brighter and brighter till the las 
shadow has disappeared, and the lastof the 
suffering children of God shall have reached 
the land —— they have no need of candle- 
stick or “‘of candles, neither light of the sun, 
for the Lord God giveth them light and they 
shall reign forever and ever.”’ 

Turn nowin your Bible to the seven stars. 
We are distinctly told that they are the minis- 
ters of religion. Some of them are large stars, 
some of them small stars, some of them sweep 
a wide circuit and some of them a small cir- 
cuit, but so far as they are geuuine they get 
their light from thegreat central sun around 
whom they make revolution. Let each one 
keepin his own sphere. The solar system 
would soon be wrecked if the stars instead of 
keeping their own orbit should go to ae 
down other stars. Miyisters of religion shoul 
never clash. Fut in all the centuries of the 
Christian church some of these stars have 
been hunting an Edward Irving or a Horace 
Bushnell oran Albert Barnes; and the stars 
that were in pursuit of the other stars lost 
their own orbit and some of them could never 
again findit. Alas for the heresy hunters! 

e best way to destroy error is to preach the 
truth. The best way to scatter darkness is to 
strike alight. There is in immensity room 
enough forall the stars, and in the church 
room enough for all the clergymen. The 
ministers who give up righteous- 
ness and the truth wil ct 
punishment enough anyhow, for they are “ he 
wandering stars for whom is reserved the 
blackness of darkness forever.’’ But I should

that turn many to righteousness shall shine ag 
the stars foreyer and ever.’’ Ah! the misfor- 
tunes are not all Pecksniffs and canting hy 
crites,as some would have you think! Forgive 
me, if having in your presence at other times 
glorified the medical profession and the legal 

rofession and the literary profession—I glor- 
fy my own. I have seen them in their homes 
and heard them in their pulpits, and a grander

I pass on to another mighty Bible seven, and 
they are the seven seals, St. John in vision 
saw a scroll with seven seals, and he heard an 
angel cry : “Who is worthy to loose tlie seals 
thereof?’’ Take eight or ten sheets of fools- 
cap paper, per them together and roll them 
into a scro!l and have the scroll at seven dif- 
erent places sealed with sealing wax. You un- 
roll ths scroll till you come to one of 
these seals, and then you can go no 
further until you break that seal; then unroll 
again until you come to another seal and you 
can go no further until you break that seal; 
then you goon untilall the sevenageals are 
broken, and the contents of the entire scroll is 
revealed. Now, that scroll with seven seals 
held by the angel was the prophecy of what 
was to come onthe earth; it meant that the 
knowledge of the future was with God, and no 
man and no angel was worthy to open it; but 
the Bible says Christ opened it and broke all 
the seven seals.

- Imperial house was divided against itself, 
with Bismarck in the foreground as a smil- 
ing and an accommodating Mephistopheles.

The Cotton Movement. 

‘The New York Financial Chronicle, in 
reviewing the weekly movement of the 
cotton crop, says that for the week ending 
last Friday, the total receipts have reached 
263,263 bales, against 250,644 bales last 
week, 190,568 bales the previous week, and 
128,599 bales three weeks since, making the 
total receipts since the Ist of September, 
18S8, 1,007,406 bales, against 1,454,637 
bales for the same period of 1887, showing 
a decrease since September 1, 1888, of 447,- 
231 bales. 

The exports for the week ending reach 
atotal of 125,659 bales, of which 56,598 
were to Great Britian, 20,310 to France 
and 46,751 to the rest of the continent. The 
total sales for forward delivery for the week 
are $06,800. For immediate delivery 


. the total sales foot up 9,273 bales, includ- 


ing 2,763 for export, and 6,500 for con- 
sumption. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 20,000 bales, There is a decrease in 
the cotton in sight of 723,331 bales as com- 
pared with the same date of 1887, a decrease 
of $21,515 bales as compared with the cor- 
responding date of 1886, and a decrease of 
$32,047 bales as compared with 1885. 

The old interior stocks have increased 
“uring the week 31,430 bales, and are 52,069 
bales less than at the same period last year. 
Thereceipts at the same towns have been 8217 


bales less than the same week last year, and | )

since September dst the receipts at all the 
towns are 245,450 bales less than for the 
game time in 1887. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1888, are 1,167,002 
bales; in 1887 were 1,660,507 bales; in 1886 
were 1,222,779 bales, Although the receipts 
at the outports the past week were 263,263 
bales, the actual movement from planta- 


tions was 298,507 bales, the balance going 


to increase the stoeks at the interior towns. 
Last year the receipts from the plantations 
for the same week were 321,919 bales and 
for 1886 they were 208,487 bales. 

The decrease in amount in sight as com- 
pared with last year, is 522,875 bales, the 
decrease as compared with 1886 is 62,520 
bales and the decrease from 1885 is 105,578 
bales. 

The Chronicle says that speculation in 
cotton for future delivery. at New York was 
quite lifeless early in the week and the 
fluctuations in prices down to the close of 
Wednesday were comparatively slight. The 
elements of strength were the hardening 
foreign markets and the visible supply in 
the markets of the world. The elements of 
weakness were ‘je favorable weather at the 
south, the increased movement of the crop, 
the scarcity of ocean frelght room and the 
south pressing sales to raise money. 

The trading extended very little beyond 
the regular dealers of the exchange—out- 
siders held aloof, seeing little on either side 
to encourage their actionwhether for the 
decline or the advance. The bulls showed 
some inclination to purchase the spring 
months and await developments, while the 
bears, though professing to expect a further 
decline, rarely went home ‘‘short.”’ 

On Thursday a further advance in Liver- 
pool and fresh predictions of frost caused 
an advance of some significance, followed 
Friday by a furthé@r improvement, due to an 
advance of 3-64ths at Liverpool and a gen- 
eral revival of speculative confidence, there 
being some disposition to reduce crop esti- 
mates, but in the latest dealings there was 
a downward turn. The Chronicle’s tele- 
graphic advices from the south denote that 
the weather has been quite satisfactory, 
and that picking and marketing continue to 
make good progress, 
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Now isthe time for Atlanta to quiet 
down on theprohibition issue.

The busy and happy 
throng which had filled her thoroughfares h 
gone, and au awful stillness pervaded our desolated 
city. 

Many of our comrades had fallen. The proud 
banner under which they fought had been furled 
forever. The country for which they died had no 
place or name among the nations of the earth. We 
who survived lived on, sleeping upon solemn mem- 
ories And now one by one we are gathering nome. 
Keely and Williams and Pittman and others, who 
I met here amid those awful scenes have gone, 
Their weary hearts havea ceased to ache—their 
burning pulses are still. They are atrest. Then 
may weso live that when desth comes to us we 
may ‘‘rob the spectre of its terror. and the grave of 
its sting, so that, all cently and unconscious to her- 
self, lite may glide into the great ocean, where the 
shadows lie, and the spirit without guile, may be 
severed from its mans on without pain.’’

A NOTABLE SERMON. 


M’DONALD ON “TURNING 
WORLD UPSIDE DOWN.” 


DR, THE 


Atlanta Would be a Sodom if the Christians 
Were Taken Out—The French Kevolu- 
tlon—The Other Churches. 


Dr. Henry McDonald preathed to a large 
conzregation at the morning seryice in the Segond 
Baptist church yesterday. 

His text was the sixth verse of the seventeenth 
chapter of Acts: “And when they found them not, 
they Grew Jaron and certain other of the brethren 
unto the rulers of the city, crying, ‘These that have 
turned the world upside down are come hither 
also.’’’ 

This, said Dr. McDonald, is the rough formula of 
the objection to the introduction of the gospel. It 
shows the tyranny of the Roman rulers. Allthe 
country covered by the labors of the gos- 
pel, as contained in the Acts, was the 
Roman world—the Roman empire—and hence 
the cry that these men were turning the worki up 
ride down,. hence when Christ was brought before 
P.jate, they said, “If you let him go, you are not 
the friend of Casar,”’ 

Itis avery common thing, when there isa 

unusual commotion or breaking in upon establishe 
customs, they cry out at those who are trying to 
pull down the wrong and build what they conceive 
to be right, ‘They are tronbling the city; they are 
turning the world up side down.”’ Whea Elijah, 
in the dauntless courage of his character stood 
before Ahab, he said: “Oh, thou tbat troublest 
Igrae!,”’ 
‘We would have quiet times but for these peovie 
who tnra the world up side down.’ Tie 
same charge was male against d@uther and 
Calvin. It was said thatthe thirty years’ war 
that followed was caused by Luther, You will find 
in Virginia indictments against the preachers who 
preached sgainst the established church. They 
were indicted as disturbers of the peace and ‘war- 
rants were issued for them. This is just what 
Christ meant when. he said, “come not to send 
peace into the world, but a sword;’’ I did not come 
to sing a Iullaby to anything that. is wrong. I came 
to strike with the keenness of the sword against 
chartered wrongs. 

The statement also brings out the aggressiveness 
of those early Christians. Ithink we compare fa- 
vorably with those early Christians, because our 
better, but I think we 
ought to do much better they did, 
I am afraid some of us would never 
turn the world upside down. Some times a man 
makes a profession of religion and that is the end 
ofit. He never lays the Hashing sword agaimst an 
esiablished wrong. 

Those early Christains went all throngh Asia 
Minor, Assyria, Greece and Rome. They were ag- 
gressive. A church that isnot aggressive will die 
and it ought todie. A church in orderto be aggres- 
sive must have aggressive people. 

Then the text shows the weakness of Sthis sort of 
imputation. Paulgand Silas and Timothy were not 
very war like men, They had been put out of Puil- 
lipi; they were doing nothing to disturb the 
ire. ‘hey took the Old Testament and preached 

it in the synagogues, opening 
and alleging that the prophecies were fulfilled in 
Christ. That was not very warlike. These people 
became intensely patriotic, not that they cared 
about Rome at all, forthey were the most restless 
ofpeople. That is one redeeming feature about the 
Jews. Ithink itisa good thing to resist tyranny 
anc wrong. I donot wish to compromise my char- 
acter as an embaszador of peace, butI do think 1t is 
the divine right of people to resist tyranny and op- 
pression. 

Those people said, “It will never doto Jet these 
men go on in this way; it willendanger the Roman 
government and bring down the wrath of the goy- 
ernment upon us. The real reason was not 
given. Demagoguery is nota thing of the day.” 
Men will te fulseand hypocrites. They knew that 
these men did not come here with flying banners 
to resist the Eagles of Rome. They knew what they 
were doing. That is one good thing about the early 
Obristians; it was never a matter of unceriainty as 
to what they were talking about. They were talk- 
ing about Jesus of Nazareth. 

‘this wasa real revolution. Revolutions coms 
and go, ‘The history of the word 1s traced by them; 
by revolutions which bave underlying them some 
abiding principle. Idonot mean the warts that 
are the piaythings of empurpled. tyrants used for 
their own agerandisement, and for the sake of 
making a name. Kevolutions worth anything 
have the instinct of some sort of principle. 
The world hasbeen going on with revolution after 
revolution in this way. ‘The mightest revolution is 
that in the thoughts of the people. 

This gospel that Paul and Timothy brought to 
these people did propose greatand mighty changes— 
a thorough revolutionary transformation, The 
change wrought by Christianity has been sogreat 
that we can hardly realize from the pages of Grote 
and the other writers of Grecian history what was 
the condition ofthe heathen. The gospel struck 
at the root of character so Ceeply that the very tread 
of the age has been changcd. Let us look atsome 
ofthose changes. 

First in regard to the nature ot God. The might- 
jest thoughts that can inspire our minds are 
thoughts of.God. The reflex influence telis on us. 
The Gods of the heathen polytheism had their 
effect on the people. Someone has said that God 
made man in his image, the fallen man makes God 
in his image—Gods wrought by the cunning of the 
artican. Those Gods were represented with every 
passion and lustof the human lheart,so that we 
cannot bear to read the infamy ofthat worship. As 
they worshiped those Gods the more religious they 
were, the more degraded and debased they were— 
es if there was a great Satanic system for degrading 
men in those horrible forms of worship. 

Just as the rays of the sun strike the picture of the 
artist, so the worship mustiell upon us. This is the 
most potent influence in the world now. If we 
have a right idea of God, that idea impresses itself 
in us, and hasa great creative ;ower in us, and 
if the thought is right, the man is elevated, 

Paul found in Athens a people inclined to believe 
innoGod. Ever sincethenu there comes into the 
minds of men the idea of mate- 
rinlism, amatter, nothing but matter. Men lose 
the idea of the spirituality of their being because 
thev losa the idea of ove supreme being, The wholg 
of that creed is materialism. Ifit is true, we might 
as welleat and drink and be merry, for tomorrow 
we die. Itis a very short creed, but it is the creed 
of death; it is the creed of universal damnation. If 
there is po beingabove us, of course there cannot 
be any spirituality. Then it is the life of the beast, 
without the advantage they have of no compuncey 
tions of conscience. We are alone, we are orphans 
—n 0, not orphans, because we have our father, That 
is materialism. 

But men cannot live long in these vagaries of 
thought. They don’t live so. Occasionally we find 
a nation rising up in its furious madricss, like 
France, against the brutal cruelties of centuries of 
oppression by the Bourbons and Bourbon priests, 
with the church and the crown combined to crush 
out the lifeof the people. No wonder there was.a 
sort of tiger-iike ferocity that wanted to lap the 
biood. Everything fair and foul, especially every- 
thing fair, fell under the maddened fury of the 
Parisian mob. But the human soul can- 
not live in that sort of exhausted air recciver. 
In Notre Dame they took a prostitute and put 
her onacar and brought her in the great places 
and salnted heras the goddess of reason, so that 
men inthe writhings of despair bad to have some 
form of worship; it was the freak of a mad fancy. 
But tue thing must die. Human nature, bad as it 
is, was not made to worship such a lie as this. It 
bas a reactive pawer that throws off such a malig- 
pant type of spiritual death as that.” 

Dr. MeDonald presented other striking fliustra- 
tions of the influence exerted up inam’s charac- 
ter bv his thoughts about God, and the deplorable 
results of a false ilea of God. 

Ife said that the difference between this relicion 


and all past Christian and ante-Christian creeds 


was that it bad its effect not only in what a man 
does. but what he is. It makes men better. 

The greatest command ever given was “Ye must 
be born again.’”’ Asaconsequence of making men 
better it makes their conduct beiter. They have 
nothered me about church membefs;" said Dr, 
MeDonald, “until I have a contempt for 
that sort of argument. There is 
not a man in mv echureh 
who isas good as he ought to be. They jee! that 
and know it; but brethern, I feel that Christians 
are the best witnesses for Christin this world, not 
going what they ought, but they are the best peo- 
ple in ii, Put the Christian people out of this city 
ane I would not want to live in Atlanta, prohibi- 
tion or no prohibition. Just take God's people out 
of this place and you would have a Sodom. lam 
not running for any office, therefore I Gan state 
these things just as freely es | want to.” . 

Dr. McDonald considered various reforms that the 
gaspel has wrought among others, citing the inci- 
deut of a Christian whojumped mothe arena to 
separate two gladiators, saying “ye are brothers.”’ 
Hie was struck down but the men were startled into 
a reslization of the horrible character of the sport 
and that ended it. 


Central Baptist Church. 


Rev. W. H. Strickland, the new preacher 
for the Central Baptist church, preached his first 
sermon for this church yesrerday at the church on 
Peters street. He had a good audience and marked 
attention. Mr, Strickland is a native Georgian, 
and quite a distinguished minister, and we welcome 
him to our city. The following is a synopsis of his 
. Text.—“And wh itsoever ye do, in word or deed, 
do ali in the name of the Lord Jesus, giving thanks 
to God, the Father, thieugh him.” Colossians, ii, 


17. 

We must know Paul to understand his writings. 
As be lifts himself trom the blinding sheck and 
overthrow, near Damascus, crying, ‘Lord, what 
w.Jt thou have me to do?”’ he transfers bis allegiance 
wholely, solely, entirely from self and the world to 
his risen Lord. He brings the sacr fice of a whole 
Lurnt offering, body, soul, spirit, to the altar, there 
binds it firmly and immolates it. We 
speak of the wild Indians’ on ‘their 
reserves.’ Paul had no reserves. Men s#y, 
“T'll fall back on my reserved rights.’’ 
evage was unknown to Paul. His ylelding himself 
up to Christ was not a capitulation on terms, but un 
unconditional surrender. 

Hear him: “But one thing I do, forgetting the 
things which are behind and stretching forward 
to those things which are before, I press on toward 
the goal, unto the prize of the upward cailing of 
God in Christ Jesus.” Phil, ji, 13-14, Constantly be 
calis bimself the fore of Christ.

flow it would ennoble toil, how it would banish 
from duty the idea of drudgery, how it would dig- 
nify humility and obscurity. It would make 
worthy every action of lite and give it\a bearing 
and influence that is everlasting. It would make 
every voice melodious with praise and turn every 
flint-stone into gold. 

It wouldgsweep *trusts,” “combines,” ‘ corners,” 
“M. A. B.’s’’ from the face of tle earth, giving men 
the necessities of life at reasonable prices rather 
than locking them up and then putting fictitious 
values upon them, or filling men with rum and 
sending their children to bed hungry. Do all and 
say all in the name of Jesus, seeking his honor. 

AS you honor the name of your 
mother, so honor your Savior’s name, as he, him- 
self honored the name of his father, as he paid the 
highest regard to his father’s word, so do you 
honor and obey that word and spread it abroad 
throughout the world.

Central Presbyterian Church. 


Dr, Strickler preached toa large congrega- 
tion, at the Central Presbyterian church on yester- 
day, from the third chapter Galatians, thirteenth 
verse: ‘‘Christ hath redeemed us from the curse of 
the law, being made a curse for us; for 1t is written, 
cursed is cvery one that hangeth on a tree.” 

‘In considering this text,’’ said Dr. Strickler, "I 
wishin the first place to mention some few facts 
law about the law,referred to in thetext. This morsel 
is one placed around all in this life, and in the ten 
commandments, Christ expressed it in these words 
to His disciples; ‘‘Thou shalt loye the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, with ail thy soul, and with 
ail thy strength, and with all thy mind,and love thy 
néighbor as thyseif,’’ and that on these two hang 
all the law and the prophets, It 
we obey these two laws, we will 
seed | themall, Thereasonis plaiv, forif we love 
God and keep this commandment it will make us 
kecp them all, and true as to the second if we love 
cur neighbor as oureelves, we will deal justly with 
him, for as the apostle expresseg_lt, love 1s the ful- 
filling ofall law. These two laws should be the rule 
of life, for itis a holy; justand good law; a perfect 
law. Some are ot the impretsion 
that the law is arbitrary and impeses things, not 
for our good, but for divine glory, It can be shown 
that it is nota divine requirement alone, but it is 
for our good. Thelawis good and rejulres only 
from us what is for our best interest here and here- 
niter. While welive under a law, a perfect law 
can it be but for good. If you look into the code o 
human law, you will find numbers of laws thst are 
not just, not good, but this Divine law takes the 
task of all our duties and there is no defect; whence 
comes such a law if not of divine origin?”’ 

Dr. Strickler here elaborated upon the penalty 
that attaches to the transgression of human and 
divine laws, showing that the knowledge of this 
penalty and its certain execution was the incentive 
to obey the laws. Andin closing, with a beautiful 
reference to the redemption that Christ’s bl@od as- 
sured the worid, Dr. Strickler said: “My dear 
friends, in the presence of these truths, is it nota 
reasonable service, that we should consecrate our- 
s®ives to His service, giving God your time, your in- 
fiuence and your love,”’
